The child was playing in the yard 
j of its parents at Colbert, who, ac­ 
cording to the report ,are wealthy, 
when the negro came into the yard, 
and without a word of warning seiz­ 
ed the child and ran away from the 
town toward the Red River. The par­ 
ents of

heard the screams of the little one 
and soon were in pursuit. When the 
Red river was reached the negro see­ 
ing his pursuers threw the child in­ 
to one of the branches which enters 
it and escaped. The child was res­ 
cued. 
'A posse was formed immediately 
when the report reached Colbert of 
the kidnapping and started in pur­ 
suit of the negro. They were joined 
by the sheriff of Durant and were out 
until early Sunday morning without 
success. 
The name of the child is given as 
Wilkerson, and is 2 years old. The 
man who forced the negro to throw' 
the child into the river is given as 
Bohannon. The motive for the kid­ 
naping is unknown. 


Grand Junction, Colo., Aug. 
28._ 
The entire town of Dragon is to be 
moved twelve miles as the result of 
the completion of the Unitah railway. 
Dragon, now boasting 60<> inhabi­ 
tants, will be moved bodily in flat 
cars to Temple, which will be the 
new- town. Houses, railroad shops, 
stores and all are to be transported. 
The cost will ’/run into thousands of 
dollars but the 
railroad 
officials 
claim that it will be cheaper in the 
end to have their facilities at Tem­ 
ple. 
The Dragon people are opposing 
the move, but if the railroad shops 
and roundhouses are removed, the 
rest of the city will follow’ suit. Ne­ 
gotiations are now in progress for 
the removal of the roundhouse and 
other equipment. The new town site 
is in Utah and Dragon will no long­ 
er be a postoffice in Colorado.

Oklahoma City, Aug. 28.—The long 
drawn out newspaper w ar among the 
newspapers of this city ended Satur­ 
day. The “Pointer,” 
morning, 
and 
' Free Press,” evening free distribu­ 
tion sheets, passed away. The go­ 
ing will mark the end of all free dis­ 
tribution sheets in Oklahoma, so far 
as standing or character be concern­ 
ed. The ^Pointer” was by 
far 
the 
greatest free distribution publication 
in the Southwest 
and 
its 
support 
Fame nigh placing this in 
the sec­ 
ond place among Oklahoma munici­ 
palities. 
In supporting the free dis­ 
tribute^ (newspaper, the merchants 
of the metropolis bore down all of 
the prestige held by its real newspa­ 
pers and left no opportunity for ad­ 
vancement or advertising of the city 
abroad. 


When the "Pointer'’ made inroads 
on the Oklahoman prestige the latter 
publication put on the “Free Press,” 
an afternoon paper with full Asso­ 
ciated Press report and gave possibly 
the best press report paper in the 
state. From that moment the war of 
destruction commenced, the publish­ 
ers of real 
newspapers 
demanded 
that the people of Oklahoma City say 
whether or not they -would support 
real papers, or consent to allow ad­ 
vertising sheets which can not circu­ 
late outside of the city to kill off the 
prospects of municipal growth. Thou­ 
sands and thousands of dollars were 
lost .and it was not until the adver­ 
tising men of the city awakened to 
the fact that the 
free 
distribution 
sheets had brought on a financial de­ 
pression, that they acted. 
The Chamber of commerce finally 
decided that it was ill-advised to give 
advertising to newspapers which di<4 
not leave the city limits, and from 
that moment the free papers 
were 
doomed. 
A few days ago the Pointer gasped 
tor breath, asked the real newspaper 
publisher to take over its mortgaged 
machinery and allow’ it to die a de

Briggs, 
Kearney and Shantz, of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, who in behalf 
of the department, have completed an 
investigation of the dry farms in this 
valley. Prof. Briggs, before leaving 
this city, stated that in all of the 
travels of the committee it has not 
seen either irrigated or non-irrigated 
farming which produced better re­ 
sults than were to be found on the 
dry farms here, in the face of the 
fact that the year has been one of 
severe drought.
